Three Buyers Eye 
Hoover-Ugine Plant 


Three firms are reported to 


have expressed interest in buy- 
ing the $15 million Hoover- 
Ugine rod-making plant in 
Bridgman that was closed in 
January after failing to reach 
full production status in more 
than three years of operation. 


According to a trade publica- 


tion, American Metal Markel- 
Metalwurking News, one of the 
firms is a producer of pipe and 
the other two are manufacturers 
of rod. 


The 
Hoover-Ugine 
plant, 


which began operation in 1973, 
is a joint venture of Hoover Ball 
& Bearing Co. of Ann Arbor and 
Cefilac Co., a subsidiary of 
Pechiney Ugine Kuhlmann. a 
French steel and aluminum 
producer. 


The metai news publication 


said it was told by a Hoover Bail

& Bearing official two weeks 
ago that no decision had been 
made on the fate of the plant, 
but that last week a Toledo, 
Ohio, used machinery dealer 
began advertising that the plant 
and its equipment are for sale. 


An executive of the Toldeo 


firm. Weldon F. Stomp & Co., 
told the trade publication that 
the three firms have looked at 
the Bridgman facility, but he 
would give no more details ex- 
cept to reveal that one of them is 
a South American company. 


The executive said efforts are 


being made to sell the plant in 
its entirety, but is quoted as 
adding 
that 
if bids were 


received for some of the larger 
pieces of machinery "we might 
tear the plant apart." 


The Hoover-Ugine plant is 


designed to produce wire and 
rod products from scrap steel 
without remelting it, but was 
closed because problems were 
encountered in separating types 
of steel scrap. Hoover Ball & 
Bearing officials said. 


This inconsistency in the raw 


material, they said, ied to erra- 
tic quality in the finished rod 
and wire. 


None 
of the prospective 


buyers would operate the plant 


with the same technology used 
by Hoover-Ugine, the used 
machinery firm executive said. 


The 100,000-squarc-foot plant 


is located on a 73-acre tract and 
contains a variety of large 
presses, scrap shredders, in- 
duction furnaces and other 
equipment.

— Karen Anne Qulnlan, whose 
hopeless coma sparked nation- 
wide debate over the right to 
die, is hovering closer to death 
13 months after her parents had 
her life-supporting respirator 
turned off with a court's per- 
mission. 


Joseph and Julia Quintan, 


who had sat vigil at their 
(laughter's bedside irilo the 
night, slipped out a back door of 
the Morris View Nursing Home 
early today. 


The Rev. Thomas Trapasso. 


the family priest, said he ad- 
ministered the Roman Catholic 
Church's "sacrament of the 
sick," also known as last riles, 
to Miss Quinlan on Tuesday 
night. He said he has done this 
periodically during her illness. 


"Karen is experiencing dif- 


ficulties," Paul Armstrong, the 
family's spokesman and attor- 
ney, said Tuesday. But he 
refused to comment on reports 
that death was imminent. "We 
don't want the world to be at the 


Ircdside. IVe don't want (his to 
turn into a macabre vigil." he 
said. 


Armstrong 
said 
Miss 


Quintan's condition began to 
deteriorate several days ago. He 
said the nursing home, \vhich 
has no respirator, was following 
a philosophy of using no "heroic 
means" to save lives. 


Doctors said Miss Quinlan 


now weighs only about 60 
pounds. She is curled into a 
semi-fetal position and twitches 
occasionally from involuntary 
responses to light and noise. But 
doctors say that at no time has 
she been aware of people around 
her. including her parents who 
have made daily visits to the 
county nursing home. 


Miss Quinian. 23, lapsed into a 


coma on April 15. 1975, after 
consuming 
alcohol 
and 


tranquilizers at a party the 
night before. When she had 
failed to recover three months 
later, her parents asked a court 
for permission to disconnect her 
respirator so she could "die

with dignity." 


"1 was the last to hold out," 


Joseph Quinlan, 52, said of the 
decision. "But after a lot of 
prayers I became convinced this 
is what God's will was, and that 
Karen was being called by 
Him." 


The issue was debated among 


doctors, 
clergyman 
and 


lawyers. At a week-long trial in 
nearby Morristown in October 
1975, physicians testifying for 
the family said the woman's 
condition was chronic and 
vegetative. One neurologist said 
her appearance was "too gro- 
tesque to be described." 


But doctors for both sides 


agreed that Miss Quinlan was 
not 
dead 
by any 
medical 


criteria. 


"If Karen Anne Quinlan has 


one chance in a million, who are 
we and by what right do we kill 
that chance?" asked the attor- 
ney for the hospital. 


Judge Robert Muir, ruling 


against the family's request, 
said, "There is no constitutional 
right to die that can be asserted 
by a parent for his incompetent 
child." 


The New Jersey Supreme 


Court agreed to hear Quintan's 
appeal witjiout waiting for it to 
pass through an appellate court 
and overturned Muir's ruling on 
March 31,1976. 


The Supreme Court namrai 


Quinlan 
guardian 
of 
his 


daughter and authorized him to 
discontinue her medical treat- 
ment. 


At a news conference just 


hours after the court's verdict, 
Quinlan said, "We hope that at 
the last minute the Lord will 
take her and we won't have to 
remove her from the respira- 
tor."

A Faint Light In The 
Nuclear Power Tunnel 


People in the business of supplying 


electric power, including the regula- 
tors who tell them how .to produce it 
and at what price to the customer, 
agree that the nuclear generating sys- 
tem is superior to fossil fueled plants 
in,most respects. 


Efficiency, measured in terms of 


energy input to power output, is 
higher. 


There is no polluting of the air. 


Neither have the water cooled plants 
been shown to harm the water sources 
nor their finny inhabitants to any 
appreciable degree. 


The principal debate is the cost fac- 


tor. Depending upon local conditions, 
the nuclear installation normally takes 
more money to bring into operation 
than a fossil fueled plant and this in- 
vestment has to be figured into the 
rates for its output. 


This variance is losing its impact as 


the price of petroleum fed into a fossil 
fueled plant continues to mount and 
because of U.S. dependence upon 
foreign imports becomes more uncer- 


• tain simply from a supply standpoint. 


: The Carter Administration is com- 
poqnding the fuel problem by insisting 
; upon a conversion to coal firing, but 
using a political shovel to feed the 
furnaces. It is trying to embargo the 
' low suphur western coal from coming 
into the eastern states whose high 
sulphur fuel requires very expensive 
air decontamination devices. The idea 
is to strengthen employment in the 
e' stern mines. 


With all those market forces going 


for it, one would assume the much 
heralded atoms for peace slogan 
emerging from World War II would be 
an unquestioned reality today. 


Far from it, as the battle at 


Seabrook, New Hampshire so vividly 
demonstrates. 


' Anti-nuclear groups have developed 
a political clout way out of proportion 
to their strength at the ballot box. 


• By playing upon unfounded fears of 


, a nuclear plant being a potential tin- 
-derbox, they have bamboozled the 
"regulatory agencies supervising the 
• U.S. nuclear program into almost total 
stagnation. 


In 1972 the Public Service Company 


of :New Hampshire applied for a per- 


mit to erect a nuclear plant on the 
seashore at Seabrook. 


The cost projections showing the 


company can supply electricity to the 
slate plus neighboring sections of New 
England cheaper than a fossil fueled 
system were not challenged at the 
time. 


The struggle to overcome the en- 


vironmental obstacles thrown up 
against the project has been that of a 
(liver wrestling with an octopus. 


The 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency and the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission gave tentative approval 
last year. 


Then the regional EPA administra- 


tor reversed himself upon a showing 
that the water coolant discharge from 
the plant might disturb a clam so little 
known as to be no more than an obs- 
cure reference in a biology textbook. 
NRC put on a hold order. 


Even more dramatic was a recent 


demonstration 
by 1,500 college 


students from neighboring communi- 
ties under the code name of Operation 
Clambake. 


They are about as representative of 


the fishing industry as is this news- 
paper for the television trade. 


The demonstration led to a mass 


arrest of a third of the delegation. 


While this civil disobedience finally 


dissolved of its own weight, further 
involvement is a certainty. 


Douglas Costle, the new EPA ad- 


ministrator, has reversed the silly 
ruling of the regional administrator 
who is no longer in office, but Public 
Service must obtain a new permit 
from NRC, plus satisfy innumerable 
regulations by the Army Engineers, 
the New; Hampshire authorities and 
local officialdom. 


If the plants gets into operation by 


its new target date of 1984, it will be a 
miracle and at what expanded cost can 
only be guessed.

work with criminal rehabilitation 
programs have not been notably suc- 
cessful is indicated by the continuing 
high rate of repeat offenders. Perhaps 
it is because many prisoners are able 
(6 con authorities into believing either 
they are insane or suffer 
from 


deprived backgrounds. 
l.'.Dr. 
Slanton 
E. 
Samenow, 
a 


psychologist on the 
staff 
of St. 


Elizabeth's Hospital — a federally 


; 
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funded mental hospital in Washington 
— says studies he and a deceased 
colleague conducted over a number of 
years have convinced him much 
current thought on criminal behavior 
should be thrown out the window. 


Most criminals, Samenow believes, 


are not insane and it does little good to 
provide criminals with jobs, money or 
education. A basic criminal per- 
sonality must first be changed if the 
individual is to change his course of 
behavior. 


Studies of 225 hard-core criminals 


produced 53 thinking patterns com- 
mon lo them. Intensive retraining of 
the subjects' personalities brought 
some success. As for those subjects 
who had been committed to the hospi- 
tal as insane, Samenow said they were 
not insane at all. 


"They 
played 
the 
psychiatric 


game," he said. "They simply tricked 
their psychiatrist by telling the doc- 
tors what they expected to hear: 
stories 
about parental 
rejection, 


sociooconomic 
deprivation, 
guili 


feelings and all the catch-words 
psychiatrists, psychologists and social 
workers have been trained to expect." 


All of that certainly is a controver- 


sial conclusion, one almost guaranteed 
to provoke hehted debate. Good. If the 
problem of criminality is to be dented 
in this nation, it is going to take much 
more of the same shock therapy.

WASHINGTON - The furor 


over President Carter's recent 
dismissal of Hie U.S. attorney in 
Michigan will fade lo insig- 
nificance if the administration 
proceeds with its dubious plan 
to replace the federal prosecu- 
tor in New Jersey. 


During the pasl eight years, 


the U.S. attorney's office in that 
state had been headed by a trio 
of men whose unimpeachable 
integrity and dedication to the 
prosecution of corrupt public 
officials and leaders of or- 
ganized crime has been un- 
matched anywhere in the na- 
tion. 


By tradition, senators of the 


president's 
party 
from 
a 


specific state are the most 
influential individuals in select- 
ing a federal prosecutor from 
that state. And all too often, 
senators 
have abused that 


power by making recommenda- 
tions teed not on merit but on 
friendship, past political sup- 
port or bar association politics. 


But after Republicans gained 


control of the White House in 
19«8. Sen. Clifford P. Case, R- 
.\.J.. <»ne of the must distin- 
guished 
and 
respected 


members of Congress, began a 
search for the best federal 
prosecutor he could find for his 
state. 


He selected Frederick B. 


Lacey. who served as U.S. at- 
torney until mid-1971 when he 
was elevated to a judgeship on 
the U.S. District Court. Suc- 
ceeding him was another man 
who satisfied Case's demand for 
outstanding qualifications, Her- 
bert J. Stern. 


Stern served until 1973. then 


also moved up to a federal jud- 
geship. His equally capable 
successor was Jonathan L. 
Goldstein, the man who holds 
the job today. 


The 
list 
of 
successful 


prosecutions initiated by Lacey, 
Stern and Goldstein reads like a 
w ho's who of .the seamy side of 
New Jersey politics. 


Among them were Hugh J. 


Addonizio, a former congress- 
man and mayor of Newark; 
Cornelius Gallagher, another 
ciuigressman: John V. Kenney, 
the powerful political boss of 
Hudson County politics, and 


Thomas J. Whelan. the mayor 
of Jersey City. 


Several members of Newark's 


city council. Hudson County's 
police chief. Atlantic City's 
mayor and dozens of public of- 
ficials from smaller communi- 
ties met a similar fate. 


Most of those convicted were 


Democrats, but that's more a 
reflection of the source of most 
official corruption in New Jer- 
sey than the Republican invol- 
vement in the selection of the 
prosecutors. 


In fact. Lacey. Stern anil 


Goldstein conducted investiga- 
tions which led to the indict- 
ment of no less than three New 
Jersey secretaries of state, one 
of them a Republican. They also 
packed off to prison Nelson 
Gross, the state's Republican 
party chairman. 
* Now a Democrat is in the 
White House and the key man in 
the selection process is Sen. 
Harrison A. Williams. D-N..I. 
He has sent the Justice Depart- 
ment a list of seven men'.' 
several of them with unimpres- 
sive backgrounds and none «f 
them as distinguished as any of 
Case's choices. 


All U.S. attorneys technically 


. hold a four-year appointment, 


and Goldstein's term does not 
expire for another year. But the 
president has the power lo 
summarily dismiss a federal 
prosecutor at any time. 


That's exactly what Carter did 


last month to Philip Van Dam. 
the U.S. attorney in Michigan, 
after he refused to submit his 
resignation 
to 
allow 


replacement by a Democrat. 


During last year's campaign. 


Carter offered this firm pledge: 
"All 
federal 
judges 
and 


prosecutors should be appoint- 
ed-strictly on the basis of merit 
without any consideration • of 
political aspect or influence. We 
can no longer afford to treat the 
administration of justice 'As 
political patronage."

Compare that lofty language 


with Attorney General Griffin 
Bell's explanation of why Van 
Dam was fired to make room for 
a Democrat: "We had an elec- 
tion last November an&'-a 
Democrat won. You can us> 
your imagination on thai." ' •

and capture of James Earl Ray, 
it was how much possibly 
irreparable damage has been 
done by conspiracy buffs lo the 
reputations of the CIA and FBI.

throughout this country like a 
cancer in recent years. It has 
been fed by unfounded but 
spectacular charges made by 
several well-paid lecturers and 
sellers of books. And it has been 
reinforced by the exposure of 
illegal FBI wiretapping and 
spying 
on 
cilifens 
and 


sophomoric CIA plots to murder 
foreign officials. 


The conspiracy idea was 


given official coloration this 
year 
when 
the House of 


Representatives established the 
Assassination committee to 
probe the deaths of both men. 
Committee 
members 
have 


freely voiced suspicions of CIA 
or FBI involvement while ad- 
mitting they have no proof of 
any such thing. The suspicions 
have tended to get more atten- 
tion than the disclaimers, as the 
members undoubtedly knew 
they would. 


In order lo win House 


approval of its budget. House 
Assassination 
• committee 


leaders had lo hint grimly of 
secret information and riew 
leads and mysterious oc- 
currences. All this has suggest- 
ed to the public that if Congress 


is going to this trouble and ex- 
pense there must indeed bj 
some cover-up by the nasty Qkl 
CIA or FBI or both.

In truth, the House committee 


is a farce. It has produced mjt 
one new reliable piece ."of 
evidence.

Meanwhile, 
however, 
its 


publicity-conscious members 
have irresponsibily done a great 
deal of harm to public percep- 
tion of the CIA AND THE FBI.; 


The days of unquestioning 


admiration for the nation's chief 
cloak-and-dagger operation and 
the chief law enforcement 
agency are clearly past. The 
agencies, like all governmental 
institutions, are rightly subject 
to the mood of skepticism. •: 


But continuing speciilattoji 


about possible assassination 
plots goes beyond mere healthy 
dubiousness when it implies lhj> 
grossest evil and corruption.

LAMB — In a 
conversation a dentist told me 
that calcification occurs with 
old age and that extra calcium 
ip the diet is not necessary. He 
stated that milk is not needed 
past age 19 and that some even 
suggest stopping milk drinking 
past age two. He stated that 
there is enough calcium in the 
water we drink and in meat and 
vegetables lo slisfy our calcium 
needs. Any additional calcium 
will only add to the calcification 
process. 
j Since I started making my 
own breakfast last year at the 
age of -13,1 regularly have about 
irglass of non-fat dry milk with 
my natural cereal, a glass of 
\vater, and cottage cheese, along 
with a Dolomite tablet. Am - 
having too much calcium and 
encouraging the calcification 
process? 
I DEAR READER — Fortuna- 
tely; that 
dentist 
is 
not 


representative 
of 
most 


knowledgeable dentists. I hope 
you have misquoted him. That 
is quite a collection of incorrect 
statements. Everyone over one 
year old needs from SOO to 12(10 
milligrams of calcium a day — 
about the amount found in one 
quart of milk. Cottage cheese is 
a'good milk substitute for cal- 
cium. 


•Women who are prone to os- 


teoporosis (dissolving bones) 
with age are five times as likely 
to have this problem if they are 
on a calcium deficient diet of the 
type the dentist 
apparently 


thinks 
is 
good. 
The 


requirements for calcium I have 
stated here are the Recom- 
mended 
Daily 
Dietary 


Allowances (RDA) from the 
Fluid and Nutrition Board, Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. 


Meat is not a good source of 


calcium — unless you chew the 
bones. Perhaps that is what 
yi'wr dentist friend had in mind. 
Meal is ridi in phosphorus, and 


may actually increase the need 
for calcium in the diet. The ratio 
of calcium to phosphorus in im- 
portant in bone formation. 


Not all vegetables are a good 


source for calcium cither, the 
mature bean seeds and leafy 
vegetables such as spinach are 
the only important vegetable 
sources of calcium. Tims a per- 
son can eat lots of other vegeta- 
bles and meat and still be on a 
diet seriously deficient in cal- 
cium. 


I have received many letters 


from people who mistakenly 
think that increasing calcium in 
the diet may increase arthritis 
and calcification of joints. This 
is totally untrue and the loss of 
bone and faulty regeneration of 
bone is more apt to cause joint 
and bone damage. The body is 
designed to eliminate calcium 
that you don't need and to try to 
keep what you do need. This is 
done by controlling how much 
calcium is actually absorbed 
from the digestive system, and 
eliminated through the urine. 


There are only a few good 


dietary sources for calcium. 
That is one reason milk and 
milk products must be part of 
any well balanced diet. To give 
you more information on what 
your 
diet 
should 
include, 


including Recommended Daily 
Dietary Allowances for food, vi- 
tamins and minerals as provid- 
ed by the National Academy of 
Sciences I am sending you The 
Health Letter 
number

FDA 
Commissioner 
Don 


Kennedy announced Tuesday 
that he plans to ban all non- 
prescription daytime sedatives 
because they cause dangerous 
drowsiness. 


"Users of these products run 


the risk of being drowsy during 
the day when they may be 
operating automobiles or other 
dangerous machines and need 
to be alert." Kennedy said in 
explaining the decision. "Given 
this risk in the absence of any 
demonstrated medical benefit, 
there" seems to be no justifica- 
tion for the continued market- 
ing of these products."

after a jury- acquitted her of 
assaulting her former police 
partner, Walter Kalberer. in a 
December 1975 shootout behind 
Flint Police Headquarters. 


Ms. Fletcher was shot in the 


chest, and Kalberer was shot in 
the thigh. She contended lite 
confrontation

of racist, sexist 


prejudice in the police depart- 
ment. 


After being reinstated. Ms. 


Fletcher was sent for re-train- 
ing tu the police academy-on.

States >nd Britain agreed on a 
new air transportation treaty 
today, avertini! a curtailment in

between the two countries and 
between the United States and 
Hong Kong that would have 
delayed thousands of travelers. 


The final negotiations lasted 


all night at SheU-Mex House 
overlooking the Thames. The 
British Department of Trade 
said the agreement was signed 
just before 6 a.m., nearly an 
hour after the expiration of the 


'31-year-old 
Bermuda 


Agreement which the next 
agreement replaces. 


Officials said details of the 


agreement would be announced 
later today. 


The agreement covers three 


major American airlines — Pan 
American, TWA and National — 
and two British carriers, the 
state-owned British Airways 
and Laker, which is planning a 
cheap shuttle between New 
York and London.,It does not 
affect 
charier airlines or 


scheduled flights of foreign 
airlines flying between the two 
countries, such as Air India. 
Iranair and El Al. 


Airline officials said if the 


talks had failed, passengers 
would have been flown to other 
countries and taken on to their 
destinations by chartered shut- 
tle flights. This would have ad- 
ded hours to their trips. « 


Fares also are not affected 


since these are set by the Inter- 
national Air Transport Associa- 
tion, made up of nearly .all the 
airlines operating international 
flights. 


Britain 
had 
sought 
a 


replacement for the 1946 Ber- 
muda Agreement since last 
year, claiming British Airways 
was being squeezed out of the 
trans-Atlantic market by larger 
fleets of American planes flying 
more than half empty to main- 
tain excessive schedules. 


The British pointed out that 


an average of 39 to 45 per cent of 
the seats on trans-AUantic 
flights were empty and urged 
restrictions on the number of 
seats available. The United 
States said this was an attempt 
to divide the market and would 
interfere with free competition. 


The British contended they 


were getting only one-third of 


the SSM million-a-year air 
business between the two coun- 
tries and wanted a bigger share. 
The Americans argued that 83 
per cent of those flying between 
the United States and Britain 
were Americans.

students were incorrectly placed in special education 
classes because of limited English abilities. 


Their parents claimed they should have received special 


instruction in English and Spanish, which never was 
provided.

Tinies by the Eisenhower 
family in reaction lo an ABC 
television screenplay being 
produced in part from a book by 
Lt. Kay Summersby. "Past 
Forgetting: My Love Affair with 
Dwight D. Eisenhower." 


The screenplay is to be aired 


in several months, the Times 
said today. 


Lt. Summersby. a member of 


the Women's Army Auxiliary 
Corps, w;is Eisenhower's driver 
and secretary in Europe and 
North Africa during World War 
II. 


She wrote her book about the 


alleged affair in 1976 and died of 
cancer shortly afterward. 


The Times reported, however, 


that the Eisenhower letters cast 
doubt on the accuracy of the 
Summcrsby book and on a 
story, attributed to former 
President Harry Truman, that 
the general planned to divorce 
his wife and marry Kay Sum- 
mcrsby. 


Truman's account of the 


alleged divorce plans were 
printed in a>ecent book by. 
Merle Miller. "Plain Speaking: 
An Oral History of Harry S. 
•Truman." 


In his letters, Eisenhower 


repeatedly refers to his wife as

.Mitchell, Haldeman and John 
D. Khrlichman — will be in 
prison. 


Their crime, as determined 


by a jury that convicted them 
after three months of trial, was 
conspiracy to obstruct justice, 
obstruction of justice, and mul- 
tiple counts of lying under oath. 


Mitchell. 63, was law partner, 


friend, adviser and manager of 
Richard M. Nixon's two suc- 
cessful presidential campaigns. 
Ilaldeman. 50. was chief of staff, 
the no-nonsense autocrat with 
the power to decide who could 
sec the president ami who could 
not. 


Together with Ehrlichman. 


the domestic adviser, they were 
the iron men of the Nixon ad- 
ministration, the friends he 
could count on to do his bidding 
without question. 


But the tightly knit group 


began to fall apart as the Wa- 
tergate scandal began to singe 
the While House in March 1973. 
Nixon, Haldeman and Ehrlich- 
man plotted to deflect the heat 
by setting Mitchell to take the 
rap; by having him admit he 
authorized the burglary'. 


"Mitchell, you see, is never, 


never going to go in and admit 
IKTJury." even with immunity 
from prosecution, Mxon told the 
White House aides in a taped 
conversation March 27.1973.

Compromise On Patrols? 


lANSlXft. Mich. (AP) — A state senator has come up with a

D-.Madison Heights, would keep state police on patrol in the city. 
But the plan would appease the Wayne County sheriff's depart- 
ment — which wants to take over the partots — by giving it state 
money for other services to prevent a planned lay-off of deputies. 
Huffman said Tuesday the compromise is agreeable to state 
AFL-CIO president William Marshall and metropolitan AFL-CIO 


, president Thomas Turner. The deputies are represented by the

patrol. Huffman, who engineered the Senate attempt to keep slate 
troopers in Detroit, said the compromise came about because 
some senators were concerned that lobbying was dividing law- 
enforcement agencies. In another development, the Auto Club of 
Michigan said a study shows Wayne County Sheriff's deputies 
should worry more about patrolling local roads than freeways. 
Pulling A Curtain .... 


DETROIT (AP) — A former FBI agent says a nurse charged in 


. the Ann Arbor Veterans Hospital poisonings told him she might 


have made herself suspect by pulling a curtain around a patient's 
bed before he stopped breathing. Nurse Filipina Narciso told the 
former agent. .1. Raymond Coghlen, in an Aug. 28, 1975, interview 
-that she was following medical procedure when she drew the 
curtain, he testified Tuesday. "Miss Narciso volunteered, in 
explaining why she considered herself suspect, that she had 
. reflected and had decided there were certain events that might 
make her look suspicious, though there were logical explana- 
tions," Coghlen said. Miss Narciso testified last week that she did 
not remember making that statement and that she did not think 
pulling a curtain around a patient's bed would look suspicious. 
Coghlen was put on the stand in U.S. District Court in Detroit in an 
.attempt to show a contradiction between Miss Narciso's court 
testimony and her statements to the FBI. He was one of the 
prosecution's four rebuttal witnesses called Tuesday. 
Second Deadline Passes 


DETROIT (AP) — A second strike deadline passed as negotia- 


tions continued between management at Detroit's two daily 
newspapers and 12 unions representing estimated 4.300 employes. 
The starting point for Tuesday's discussions covering workers at 
the Detroit News and the Detroit Free Press was a wage and fringe 
benefit offer \rorth 159 a week over three years. That offer was 
rejected by the Council of Newspaper Unions. The council bar- 
gains on behalf of the newspapers' production, delivery and edi- 
torial employes. The unions' contracts with the Detroit Newspaper 
Publishers Association expired at 12:01 a.m. Saturday, and have 
been extended twice since then by mutual agreement. 


Boy, 16, Is Accused

raping one child, was scheduled to be arraigned today on charges 
of murdering his girlfriend's infant daughter after sexually abus- 
ing IRT. Marvin Cargill was being held in the Wayne County Youth 
Home for arraignment in the death of Cicely Huffman, who would 
have celebrated her first birthday Tuesday. Doctors at a Detroit 
hospital called police after Cargill and his girlfriend. Glenda 
Huffman, brought the infant's body to the hospital Sunday. Doc- 
tors said the body showed signs of a severe beating. 


Cargill had been free on bond since May 2li under first degree 


sexual misconduct conduct charges in the April 15 rape of a 5- 
year-old neighbor girl. That trial is scheduled for Sept. 20. Police 
said they would seek a court waiver to have Cargill tried as an 
adult in the baby's murder.

lie is doing his best to stay out of 
the news. He didn't say exactly 
when he planned to return to 
Kampala although he said it 
could possibly be next week." 


Amin married his fifth wife in 


August 1975. He announced 12 
days ago that they were plan- 
ning a delayed honeymoon.

I wish I could be more op- 
timistic," lamented one House member, an ardent supporter of 
aim-linn risht-s who asked not to be quoted lest anti-abortionists 
think they'll have an easy time. 


A U.S. Supreme Court ruling Monday that stales are not 


required to provide Metlicaid payments for abortions has opened 
the way for lawmakers to revive efforts, unsuccessful in the past, 
to end such payments in Michigan. Bui state officials warn it won't 
save any money, since women who have children cost the Meclicaid 
program much more than those who get abortions. 


Lawmakers were talking actively Tuesday about how to go about 


ending the abortion payments. State Sen. John Welborn. II- 
KalamaHM. said he would introduce a bill to bar the payments in 


future years, and would try to amend a pending budget bill to 
remove money pegged to cover the payments in the upcoming 
fiscal year. Estimates are that about 1.000 Medieaid-paid abor- 
tions are performed each month in Michigan, at a cost of about 
$200 each. The state says it pays 10 per cent and the federal 
government pays the rest under Medicaid, a federally-adminis- 
tered health care- program for the indigent. No Medicaid money 
would be available for abortions in Michigan without the state's 
participation. 


Estimates by House members Tuesday were that as many as 73 


of the 110 House lawmakers would vote to end the Medicaid abor- 
tion payments. And in the Senate. Lansing lawmaker Ear! Nelson 
said he expected attempts as early as next week to remove money 
for the payments from the Department of Social Services budget 
hill. The bill includes funds to cover the state's share of Medicaid 
payments, although no one has estimated how much state money 
actually goes toward abortions. 


Nelson said abortion opponents are in a better position than ever 


this year. "This year, proponents of taking money out (of the 
budget bill) have wha! I say is an ironclad argument because of 
the Supreme Court ruling." said Nelson, a supporter of abortion 
rights. "I have no reason to believe the votes will not be there, on 
I!R' floors of both houses, to take the money out." 


l.ast week the House voted 59-37 to call for an anti-abortion 


amendment to the U.S. Constitution. Some legislators say ending 
Medicaid payments for abortions is a simpler, clearer question 
and would get more votes. Meanwhile Tuesday. DSS officials were 
trying to pin down exactly tow much state money goes toward 
Medicaid-paid abortions. Statistics show 6,83-1 voluntary abortions 
— those not medically required — performed at Medicaid expense 
in Michigan since Oct. 1. Paul Allen, chief deputy director of the 
DSS, acknowledged that ending the Medic-aid payments probably 
will cost taxpayers more money, since health care for women who 
have children is greater than for those who abort them.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 


State lawmakers are taking aim 
at a subtle/form of racial 
discrimination one of them calls 
the "chicken that lays the eggs" 
of urban neighborhood decay. 


A committee gave unanimous 


approval Tuesday and sent to 
the House a measure that wouM 
put realtors' licenses on the line 
if they are found to engage in 
racial "steering." The measure 
also 
sets 
up 
undercover 


machinery for detecting the 
practice. 


Steering is the practice of en- 


couraging people to buy or not 
buy a house in a particular 
neighborhood because of its 
racial makeup. Critics say the 
practice has put the future of 
entire neighborhoods in the 
hands of realtors, and that it has 
encouraged the abandonment of 
communities. 


Although the bills are aimed 


mainly at racial steering, they 
also prohibit steering on the 
basis of religion, age, 
sex.

The tactic was upheld in a 1974 
federal court suit against five 
Detroit realtors found guilty of 
steering. 


"Blacks are encouraged to 


buy in certain areas because 
they can get a good buy," says 
Bennane. "Whites are told not 
to move into the same area 
because it's got poor schools or 
a lot of crime. Unless I know the 
salesman is saying something 
different to somebody else, how- 
do I know he's steering?" 


Realtors protest not only that 


the "monitoring" practice is 
unfair, but that existing state 
and federal law^ adequately 
protect the public from steer- 
ing. They also say the bill's 
provisions for automatic license 
revocation are too strict. 


The realtors won a concession 


on that point Tuesday in an 
amendment adopted by the 
House Civil Rights Committee 
that makes suspension optional 
for a first offense. Revocation 
would become automatic only 
after the third offense. 


And while the realtors of- 


ficially denounce steering and 
say it's far less widespread than 
before, they say many cus- 
tomers rely on realtors to alert 
them to the character of neigh- 
borhoods. 


"The main reason many 


people go to a realtor is they 
might be in a new city and 
asking his expertise on trends 
and geography," said Dennis 
Koons of the realtors associa- 
tion. "They want us to make a 
judgement on both the house 
and the area." 


Bennane said his hills don't 


stop realtors from answering 
customers' questions, but only 
from taking the initiative in 
trying to divert buyers to or 
from certain neighborhoods;

CADILLAC, Mich. (AP) — The City Commission has voted to 


appeal a judge's ruling that it violated the state's open meeting 
law. City Attorney Ed Tenhouten said after the unnimous vote 
Monday night the appeal would be filed "In the near future" on 
two grounds. Commissioners at the May 9 meeting did not 
actually make a decision on requiring city employes to live in the 
city but just heard a proposed policy, he said. Also, those who 
object must show in court that the rights of the public hare been 
unpaired, a showing that was absent from the case, he said. 
Wexford County District Court Judge Frank Miltner, acting as a 
Circuit Court judge, ruled the meeting was illegal. The complaint 
on which the judge acted was brought by prosecutor Burton Hines 
Jr. 


Six Stewards Serve Mondales 


WASHINGTON (AP) — When Walter F. Mondale comes home 


after a hard day of being vice president, he has six Filipino 
stewards supplied by the Navy waiting to serve him. An aide to the 
vice president says the Mondales "don't have any choice." The 
stewards "are simply assigned there by the Navy." This military 
decision costs $75,000 a year, according to a Navy spokesman. The 
six stewards work in the Admiral's House, the Victorian home that 
now screes as the official residence for the vice president. Located 
on the grounds of the Naval Observatory on a hill overlooking 
sloping lawns and trees, the house is set well back from Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue at the northern end of the fashionable Embassy 
Row. 


Foul Play Ruled Out 


DETROIT (AP) — A Detroit Scout Committee lias concluded 


that a confused bloodhound misled searchers and that there was 
no negligence or foul play in the April drowning of a mentally 
retarded Boy Scout. The Scout was Daniel J. Geib, 23, of 
Roseville, a member of Troop 1936, whose 14 members are 
mentally or physically handicapped. Geib became separated from 
other Scouts while at a weekend campout in April. It was not until 
May 2 that his body was found in 10 feel of water, 200 yards 
offshore. The committee report Monday said a bloodhound used to 
track Geib threw searchers off the track by leading them into the 
city of Brighton. The dog was given a scent of clothing which had 
been handled several times by sheriff's deputies and Scout 
leaders and was confused by the varying smells, the cmnmittee 
said. 
House Challenges Ban 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House of Representatives is 


challenging the Food and Drug Administration to conduct its own 
scientific studies to determine whether saccharin is a potential 
cancer-causing substance. The House voted Tuesday to 
appropriate 81 million to FDA for the study, while at the same 
time approving an amendment that would stave off for 18 months 
a proposed agency ban on the marketing of the sugar substitute. A 
Senate committee is considering.a similar proposal, although a 
spokesman for Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass.. indicated, 
earlier in the week that the Senate may hold off until the FDA has 
had time to analyze an unpublished Canadian study. The study 
reportedly links saccharin to bladder cancer in men. 


Likud Weakens Labor Hold 


TEL AVIV. Israel (AP) - The conservative Likud bloc- 


weakened the Labor party's control of Israel's Histadrut labor 
federation today but could not win control, and Labor vowed to 
fight the new government's capitalist policies with strikes and the 
federation's economic muscle. Returns from the election of 
delegates to the Histadrut's ruling convention indicated Labor 
would get 52 per cent, a drop of more than six points, while Likud 
supporters would get 30 per cent, an increase of seven points. The 
Histadrut has been likened to a merger of the AFL-CIO, the Chase 
Manhattan Bank. General Motors and A. T. & T. since it includes 
most of Israel's labor force and owns the country's largest in- 
surance company, it second largest bank, its largest steel mill and 
the country's health insurance program. 


Carter Signing Boycott Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter is signing compromise 


legislation which limits but does not end the involvement of U.S. 
corporations in the Arab boycott of Israel. Carter scheduled a Rose 
Garden ccremoiy today at the While House to place his signature 
on the bill, the product of an unprecedented agreement between 
the nation's most influential Jewish groups and the chief execu- 
tives of many U.S. companies. The President set aside time for the 
ceremony after a breakfast meeting with members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, whom he is trying to persuade to 
approve his energy tax proposals, and a farewell session with 
former South Carolina governor John West, his new ambassador 
to Saudi Arabia.

Rep. Diggs Hires Counsel 
As Detroit Rumors Fly

'behind repeat champion Scott 
Simpson of Southern California. 


"It was a lot closer than that, 


really." Stark points out. "I had 
a six-foot putt for a birdie on the. 
17th hole and missed it, and 


then I bogeyed the last hole. If 
I'd made birdie at those two 
holes, we would have had a 
playoff." 


At the final hole, however. 


Stark abandoned his personal 
ambitions for the good of his 
team, which at the time was 
protecting a dwindling lead over 
defending champion Oklahoma 
State. 


"The last hole is a par-five 


that you can hit in two shots, but 
there's out-of-bounds and you 
can get in trouble. I knew we 
had to play it safe, so I hit an 
iron off the tee and then hit a 
bad second shot.

In fiscal 1976, for 
example, CORE reported con- 
tributions of over S4 million, 
and spent less than 40 cents per 
dollar for minority programs. 
The other 60 cents went into 
fuml-faising and lush salaries 
for Roy Innis and other top of- 
ficers. 


T.his hit me hard. 1 think it 


was in 1941 that I went to 
Chicago to help organize the 
then-Committee 
on 
Racial 


Equality. The conditional tense

CORE 
was launched. Whether I was in 
. Chicago is irrelevant since I was 
automatically a member (as 
was my wife-tn-bc. then a 
socalist 
undergraduate 
at 


Oberlin college, where the big 
push was to get barbershops to 
sell haircuts to blacks). 


We kept CORE alive, bill 


barely. Jim Fanner handled it 
out .of the Student League for 
Industrial Democracy office. It 
had a letterhead but. like the 
rest of our organizations, no 
money. When I think of what we 
could have done with that S4 
million! At the risk of sounding 
retrospectively moral, we would 
never have shot (if) cents per 
dollar on overhead — we might 
have raised Jim's salary to S2(i() 
a month, hut would have tar-

number of these political mail- 
order outfits (liberal, conserva- 
tive, or whatever) have made 
staff salaries and perks a higher 
priority than their ostensible 
mission. It's worth further 
investigation.

Bill Aims To Curb Swine Disease 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - 


Michigan swine farmers who 
own breeding stock would get 
more protection from a possible 
outbreak of a disease now 
spreading in nearby states, 
under a bill passed by the 
Senate. 


The bill sponsored by Sen. 


Richard .1. Allen, a Gratiot 
County veterinarian and cattle 
farmer. 
would 
require 


producers selling or importing 
swine breeding stock to have a 
health certificate showing the 
animal was free of pseudorabies 
within 30 days before the 
purchase. 


The bill received state Senate 


approval on Tuesday. 


Pseudorabies, also known 


among farmers as the "mad 
itch." is a virus fatal in nearly 
every case detected. There is no 
known preventive vaccine or 
cure. 


No official cases of the disease 


have been reported in Michigan, 
but cases in Indiana nearly- 
doubled last year, and Iowa 
reported a jump from 59 in 1975 
to 225 in 1976. 


State officials have said the 


disease 
could 
wipe 
out 


Michigan's hog market if it 
broke out.

An option 
is the right to buy or sell one of 
these contracts — and may be 
for a variable number of 
months. If you put money in an 
option to buy and if the price of

"As an example, several 


months ago. we were recom- 
mending the purchase of S2.000 
copper options. Within one 
month, the option our clients 
bought was worth 86.000. That's 
a killing! Well, now we have 
something even better, a unique 
situation with sugar. 


"You can triple your invest- 


ment within eight months ... 


"Okay, you're interested? I 


will mail you all the facts so you 
can see in black and white how 
you can double and triple your 
money. The sugar move is 
already on its way . . 


About eight days and seven 


calls later, another call: 


"Mr. Wilson, you've already

There probably isn't even a 
London office. 


As for the 10 per cent com- 


mission — maybe, but the com- 
mission is likely to be at least 
double. Karl Lauby,

BBB. warns that commissions, 
lees, overhead and PROFITS 
may take fill per cent of your 
outlay. Buying an option from 
someone else would be a lot. lot 
cheaper.

U.S. District Judge -lames P. 


Church set a June 28 date, for a 
ruling Tuesday following ar- 
guments on a GM motion to 
block the jury's probe because it 
is an unlawful investigation. 


The day was marked by 


charges from GM that Internal 
Revenue Service agents had 
treated the world's largest au- 
tomaker like "gangsters," and 
a government contention that 
GM's motion to suppress jury 
subpoenas was "the face of cor- 
porate arrogance." 


GM charged the jury is an 


illegal extension of a 1975 IRS 
civil investigation which was 
expanded to include a criminal 
probe last year. Company attor- 
neys said the IRS was using the 
jury, not for a criminal matter 
as the law intends, but as a 
pretext for a civil action that 
would make its task of collect- 
ing money easier. 


But government attorneys ar- 


gued the IRS asked the Justice 
Department late last year to 
launch a grand jury probe after 
GM "stymied" its own agents7 


investigation for Five months. 


The government said it wants 


to find out if GM willfully made 
false statements about its ac- 
counting treatment of certain 
materials for tax purposes that 
possibly resulted in the firm 
underpaying ils taxes since 1972 
by hundreds of millions of 
dollars.
